The very gravity of the crisis epparentiy helped 
to sober the nations, and make them n to 
reason, Without the shock of r@a@iization that they 
were standing on the brink of another war, there is 
no ground to suppose Mussolini's plan for a ten 


year truce would have been proposed, or that it 
would have been accepted if proposed. 
The truce is important in itself. It may be 


even more important for the breathing space it 
offers, and the “atmosphere” it creates for dis- 
cussion and settlement of the questions of arma- 
ment reduction and trade sanity. The conferences 
at Geneva and London have now an opportunity 
for success they could not have had if the truce 
had not been made 

The only cause for misgiving is Europe's won- 
capacity for unbelief in the possibility of 
peace. That continent has displayed a genius for 
doubt that has undermined every international 
undertaking since the war days. The treaty of 
Versailles, the Locarno agreement, the Briand- 
Kellogg pact, have been successively destroyed as 
instruments for the preservation of peace by the 
inability of continental peoples to believe that 
their neighbors would faithfully keep their pledges. 

Hope that the truce may do what these former 
conventions failed to do rests upon the chance that 
the recent fright has filled the continental peoples 
with a mutual fear of war that is stronger than 
their faith in each other

NOT A WORD KEEPER 

In his speech to the reichstag Wednesday, Hitler 
expressed willingness to accept the United States 
as a guarantor of world peace under any new 
security agreement. Other nations not only will 
express a similar willingness but some of them 
probably will speak right out and tell President 
Roosevelt that they will disarm IF the United 
States will guarantee protection for them. But 
under his suggestion that every nation destroy its 
offensive weapons, no country can guarantee the 
security of any other country. 

Under no circumstances can the United States 
undertake to guarantee security for any foreign 
nation, much less for the whole world. We have 
our hands full providing for our own protection. 
If we learned any lesson from the World war, it 
is that we should attend strictly to our own busi- 
ness and quit meddling in international affairs. — 
Denver Post 


WAR DEBTS AGAIN 

In spite of certain vestiges of recalcitrancy, it 
becomes increasingly apparent that the group in 
Congress which would like to get rid of the war- 
debts problem once and for all is growing. Like 
Representative Pou, their blood tingles when they 
think of what the foreigners have done to the 
US.A., but they recognize that “the debt question 
is a menace to the peace of the world,” even as 
the debts themselves have proved a menace to 
its prosperity. Most of them will retain their right 
to shout and bellow against “cancellation,” but it 
now appears more likely that they will vote to 
confer on the President the power to deal with this 
problem at the economic conference in June. Hav- 
ing passed the buck successfully on the matter of 
cutting down the appropriations for veterans’ al- 
lowances, many of them now sec that “political 
suicide” is more likely to be the consequence of 
resistance to a sane solution than to compromise 
on these non-collectable foreign obligations.

ONE MORE WORLD CRISIS 


President Roosevelt has turned away from the 
proposal of Mr. Hoover that the world agree to a 
one-third reduction in armaments and given his 
support to the British plan, which permits Ger- 
many to double the strength of her regular army 
and reduce the military strength of France and 
other countries. The British proposal also puts a 
ban on the use of weapons that are particularly 
for offensive warfare, and bans bombing from the 
air and the use of gas and bacteria. It establishes 
a naval holiday and makes provision for a naval 
reduction conference to be held in 1935 and an- 
other land disarmament conference in 1938. In the 
meantime it would set up international commis- 
sions to supervise disarmament and prepare plans 
for further reduction of military and naval

HAVE COSTS TOUCHED BOTTOM? 

For the first time since last August, Canada’s 
cost-of-living index showed a slight gain in April, 
but it was too small to be taken as an indication 
of stiffening prices. In March the index reached 
a new low of 78.4; that is, 78.4 cents would buy as 
much as a dollar bought in 1926. In April the index 
rose to 78.6. This was due to a rise in the food 
index from 60.4 to 61.3, which in turn was largely 
accounted for by higher prices for sugar, butter, 
lard, cheese, canned tomatoes and peas, tea, coffee 
and most meats. The sugar price was governed, of 


course, by new taxation, and is noi significant of 


actua! cost-trends. 

There are, however, some signs of a continued 
stiffening in commodity prices and the monthly 
bulletins on cost of living will be watched closely 
for signs of a permanent upturn. This will be espe- 
cially welcome if it manifests itself most strongly in 
food costs—especially those which are directly re- 
flected in higher returns to the Canadian farmer. 
If the natural products of the Canadian soil in- 
crease in price, there will be no occasion for alarm 
if increases in the price of manufactured goods are 
postponed. If the farmer is prosperous, the country 
will be prosperous and the manufacturer will have 
markets which he now lacks.—Toronto Star 


THE RADIO COMMISSION 


There can be no doubt, from the repeated attacks 
in the House of Commons, that the Canadian Radio 
Broadcasting Commission has been in for a rough 
ride. During the last attack, the Prime Minister 
told the house frankly: “If the Commission fails, 
“the whole principle of public ownership of this 
It is from this angle that the public 
of Canada must view the matter, and from this 
angle study made of the criticism which is being 
levelled.

One thing emerges from the weiter of criticism, 
both parliamentary and general, some at least of 
which is justified, and that is that there has not 
| been any accredited attack upon the principle of 
public wonership of radio in Canada. What has 
been attacked is the present formation of the Cana- 
| dian Radio Cornmission and whether it has been 
| functioning as the governing body of a national 
| radio organization should function. Premier Bennett 
acknowledges this and meets it with the suggestion: 

“It is my most earnest desire that radio busi- 
ness should come back to that position where, as 
one voice, we spoke our determination to main- 
tain this as @ national undertaking. I therefore 
suggest we call into being at the next session, a 
committee to which this whole matter will be 
referred in order that the House once more will 
speak for the whole nation and not for any party 
with respect to a matter of this kind.”—Winnipeg 
Free Press.

Health and Diet Advice 
By Dr. Frank MeCoy 


TREATMENT OF HEART TROUBLE 


In relieving heart trouble, it is well to regard 
overcoming heart trouble just as you would regard 
overcoming stomach trouble, liver trouble, or in- 
flammation of the colon. Many patients suffer mor: 
from knowing they have heart trouble than they 
do from the heart disorder, If the right treatmen: 
is started in time, most heart troubles may be com. 
pletely cured, or at least partially corrected 

Regardless of your particular kind of heart dis. 
order, it is advisable to start the treatment by giv. 
ing the alimentary tract a chance to rest for a few 
days. This will not only reduce the gas pressur¢ 
against the heart, but will also cause the elimina 
tion of much toxic material from the body. A fou, 
or five day fast will prove beneficial, using eithe 
fruit juices or only plain water. During the fast 
and about a month longer, plain warm wate: 
enemas should be used each day to lessen the 
amount of poison absorbed from the intestines. The 
heart will have less work to do during the fasting 
period and will invariably feel stronger at the end 
of this short period of not eating, as it will be able 
to function more efficiently. 

Your diet following the fast should be well regu- 
lated, both as to quality and quantity of food, and 
in a selection of harmonious combinations. Thre« 
small meals a day should be used, keeping the 
quantity of food to the minimum of the body 
requirements. All gas f@orming foods should be 
avoided, such as, onions, garlic or even turnips and 
cooked cabbage. Very often pockets of gas in the 
upper part of the stomach will press up agains( 
the heart and precipitate discomfort in the heart 
region, This may be avoided by reducing the ga: 
pressure. For some time it is best to eliminate 
sugars and starchy foods. However, the use of 
non-starchy vegetables, both cooked and raw, | 
helpful. The patient is to avoid coffee, tea, tobacco, 
excitement, late hours and strenuous exertion. 

I differ from some doctors in that I conside 
carefully regulated exercise of the utmost import- 
ance in treating most forms of heart derangement 
The heart is a muscle and gains in tone just like 
any other muscle as the result of use. It loses tone 
by too much rest and for this reason I do not advise 
staying in bed except in the most acute forms of 
heart trouble. In exercising and walking, be very 
careful to begin gradually and slowly increase the 
amount, It is a good plan to rest when you fee! 
the heart action growing rapid. 

Some type of manipulative spinal treatments are 
often advisable. The baths to be taken should be 
tepid or luke warm. Avoid very hot baths and very 
cold baths. Plenty of sleep is often capable of doing 
much good in correcting a heart abnormality. <A 
moderate amount of relaxation is advisable together 
with a calm, optimistic frame of mind 

This plan of treatment explains in a general way 
the method that I have used successfully in hun- 
dreds of cases. All of these measures aid in build- 
ing up the gencral health, not only of the heart, 
but of the entire body. This is what the heart 
patient needs, as it is of the greatest importance 
to him in overcoming his trouble. When the body 
is cleansed and strengthened and furnished with 
a normal healthy blood stream, the heart improves 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION: M. V. asks: “What would have 
been your method of treatment of the late Mayor 
Cermak? Was there any reason why this man 
should not have been denied food of any kind? 
With his camparative youth and his evident strong 
constitution would any harm have been done had 
he been kept on a diet of water and fruit juices, 
at least while he was running a fever?” 

ANSWER: It is, of course, impossible for me to 
say just how I would have treated the late Mayor 
Cermak without having examined him and know- 
ing his condition. The newspaper reports were 
very vague on this subject. As a rule, however, 
I have found it advisable to restrict heavy foods in 
any type of injury where infection has set in, and 
permit nothing but water and fruit juices until the 
infection has been brought under control. Consid- 
ering the build of the late Mayor Cermack, I do 
not believe there would have been any danger of 
him starving on such a regimen for many weeks. 
The fever could be controlled with hydrotherapy 
applications.
